Who Must Pay Estimated Tax 2.
Tax (including the Wisconsin alternative minimum tax and the temporary
recycling surcharge) is required to be paid on income as it is earned or
constructively received. Withholding tax and estimated tax are the two
methods used to make those required tax payments. Generally, if you worB.
forwages, you have tax withheld from your wages to prepay any tax which
will be computed on your income tax return for the year. If you have
income from which tax is not withheld (e.g., interest, dividends, unem-
ployment compensation, etc.), you must pay estimated tax to prepay any
tax which will be computed on your income tax return for the year.

You must pay Wisconsin estimated tax for 1998 if you expect to owe, after
subtracting your withholding and credits, at least $200 in tax for 1998; and
you expect your withholding to be less than the smallest of: 4,

Your return as a payment.If you file your 1998 income tax return
by February 1, 1999, and pay the entire balance due, you do not have
to make your last payment of estimated tax due on January 19, 1999.

Farmers and fisherslf at least two-thirds of your gross income (joint
gross income, if applicable) for 1997 or 1998 is from farming or
fishing, you may:

* pay your 1998 estimated tax in full by January 19, 1699;

When to Pay Your Estimated Tax

Generally, you must make your first estimated tax payment by April 15, 2.
1998. You may pay all your estimated tax at that time or in four equal
installments on or before April 15, 1998, June 15, 1998, September 15,
1998, and January 19, 1999. Exceptions to this general rule are as follows:

1. Other payment datesIn some cases such as an increase in income,
you may have to make your first estimated tax payment after April 15,
1998. The payment dates are then as follows:
